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GET THE LATEST FROM 
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CHARGES at Surrey’s recycling cen¬ 
tres have been blasted as “illegal” by 
opposition councillors as calls are 
made to the Government to take ac¬ 
tion. 

Surrey County Council’s Liberal 
Democrats have slammed the Con¬ 
servatives for their introduction of 
the dubbed ‘tory tip tax’ on Septem¬ 
ber 1, which has seen visitors to any 
of Surrey’s nine recycling centres 
charged £5 to recycle a tyre or £4 to 
recycle a waste bag. 

The charges focus on waste from 
construction, such as plasterboard, 
bricks and tiles, as well as tyres. 

From August: Residents launched 
a petition urging Surrey County 
Council to scrap recycling charges 
amidst fly-tipping fears 

Fears were raised that the charges 
could increase fly-tipping when the 
plans were announced in the sum¬ 
mer - but Councillor Mike Good¬ 
man, cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and planning, said residents 
would be allowed to get rid of one 
bag of DIY waste for free each day. 

The move was said to save the 
council £1.8m to offset the rising cost 
of adult social care. 

But the Lib Dems now say that 
legislation passed by the coalition 
Government in March 2015 prevents 
councils from charging residents to 
dispose of any waste from DIY, as it 
considers this to fall under house¬ 
hold waste. 

Councillor Stephen Cooksey, pic¬ 
tured inset, Lib Dem spokesman on 
highways and environment said the 

« charges were illegal. 

He said: “What a mess the 
Tories have got themselves 
in. The last government 
rightly passed legislation 
to encourage residents 
to recycle and protecting 
them from charges. 

“But Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council has pushed 
through its unpopular 
“tory tip tax” regardless 
of what the law says. I am 
calling for an urgent re-think

“And I have written to the De¬ 
partment for Communities and 
Local Government asking them to 
take action against Surrey County 
Council and pointing out to them 
that they are not above the law.” 

Responding to Cllr Cooksey, Cllr 
Goodman said: “We’re aware of 
these reports and will watch with 
interest. We need to make savings 
across council departments be¬ 
cause we face rising demand for 
services including adult social 


care, where demand is rising by £24m 
each year.” 

A spokesman for the Department 
for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment said: “We’re determined to 
boost recycling and that’s why we’ve 
brought in legislation to stop coun¬ 
cils charging residents for household 
waste. Guidance is clear that should 
include any household waste from 
DIY.”

Stay warm 
this winter 

WITH temperatures forecast 
to drop this week, people are 
being urged to make sure 
their home’s heating is up 
to the job of keeping them 
warm this winter.

THE RMT announced the 
timetable for a strike ballot 
among almost 3,500 London 
Underground workers over 
jobs and the closure of ticket 
offices. 

Voting will start next week 
and the result will be known 
in mid-November. 

RMT general secretary 
Mick Cash said: “London 
Underground knows that it 
has compromised safety and 
customer service across its 
stations by cutting jobs. A 
responsible employer would 
reverse the job cuts and put 
staff back into station con¬ 
trol rooms. 

“If London Underground 
really cares about passen¬ 
gers, it would reverse the 
ticket office closure pro¬ 
gramme. 

“The continuing impact 
of those cuts leaves us with 
no alternative but to move 
to a ballot for industrial ac¬ 
tion and the terror alert at 
North Greenwich last week 
has confirmed the urgency 
of the current situation and 
the nonsense of axing station 
staff.”

SOUTHERN bosses have 
sought to end a long-running 
dispute with workers by is¬ 
suing an ultimatum to call 
off planned industrial action 
before Friday and sign new 
contracts - or face having 
the offer removed from the 
table. 

Govia Thameslink Rail 
warned staff planning three 
sets of strikes over the pro¬ 
posed changes to the roll of 
train guards that the fran¬ 
chise “will rescind its full 
and comprehensive offer if 
further strike action goes 
ahead.” 

The warning was sent in 
a letter sent this morning to 
Mick Cash, general secre¬ 
tary of the National Union 
of Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port Workers. 

About 400 conductors could 
carry out a 48-hour strike on 
Friday and Saturday followed 
by further two-day and three- 
day strikes on November 22 
to November 23 and from 


December 6 to December 8, 
respectively. 

Andy Bindon, human re¬ 
sources director for GTR, 
said: “The company has to¬ 
day written to Mick Cash, 
general secretary of the un¬ 
ion, urging him to call off 


the strike action and accept 
GTR’s eight-point offer and 
previous assurances given 
to settle the nine month old 
dispute. 

“The offer, on the table 
for nearly three months, in¬ 
cludes a five-year jobs guar¬ 


antee, above inflation pay ris¬ 
es for two years, guaranteed 
minimum levels of overtime 
and more trains than today 
having a safety-trained per¬ 
son on board. 

“Your unnecessary action 
is continuing to have a ma¬ 
terial and negative impact 
on people’s work and fami¬ 
ly lives as well the regional 
economy and I urge you to 
stop”. 

The RMT Union has been 
contacted for a response to 
the letter. 

Previously, the union said 
the contracts, which include 
driver-only operated trains, 
are unsafe - a claim denied 
by Southern. 

But last month RMT union 
bosses urged its members 
to sign up to the new deal, 
which included a one-off 
£2,000 bonus. 

The offer was rejected with 
the union and Southern have 
remained at loggerheads 
since.

THE LEVEL of the voluntary 
living wage for workers in 
London has increased to £9.75 
per hour. London mayor Sadiq 
Khan announced the 35p per 
hour rise today, with about 
3,000 businesses estimated to 
be signed up to the scheme, 
including major organisations 
such as Ikea. It comes a day 
after a survey found that one 
in five workers - more than 5m 
people - are being paid less 
than the living wage, according 
to new estimates. Mr Khan, 
speaking at the British Library 
in central London, said he was 
“well on track” to reach his 
target of £10 per hour during 
his time in office. 

MORE THAN 100 people could 
stage a blockade at Heathrow 
airport in protest at government 
plans to build a controversial 
third runway. Under the plans 
that were officially backed by 
the government last week, half 
of the ancient town of Harmond- 
sworth, just north of the airport, 
would be flattened to make way 
for the new runway, along with 
nearby Longford. Campaigners 
from Climate Change is a Crisis 
are expected to form a blockade 
near the airport - an arrestable 
offence - on November 19 in 
protest. 

THE ROYAL British Legion Pop¬ 
py Day event will take place in 
locations in and around Epsom 
town centre from 10am. Volun¬ 
teers with collection buckets 
and poppies will be out in force 
aiming to raise as much money 
as possible for the legion so 
it can support armed forces 
communities nationally who 
need it most.

Christine (Rachel McAdams) who does 
her best to keep his feet on the ground. 

However, Stephen becomes a 
changed man (not by choice) following 
a horrific car crash that cripples his 
hands and all but destroys his life as 
he knows it. Modern surgical teams 
cannot do anything for him. But Ste¬ 
phen hears of another casualty victim 
who was confined to a wheelchair but 
then had the ability to walk again after 
visiting a spiritual guidance temple in 
Kathmandu. 


Strange sets off for Nepal to track 
down the temple and meets one of the 
teachers Mordo (Chiwetel Ejiofor) who 
takes him to see The Ancient One (Tilda 
Swinton) to teach him the ways of the 
Mystical Arts. 

Horror director Scott Derrickson has 
done a fantastic job of creating other 
worlds and dimensions where we wit¬ 
ness beautifully choreographed fight 
and chase sequences in a landscape 
of folding skyscrapers and Jen- 
ga style buildings. 

The films style and en¬

JOINFORCES 



Joint ownership of a property 
may seem quite straightforward. 
You and your partner buy a 
house together and, after that, 
everything is hunky-dory unless 
the relationship goes pear-shaped. 
Even then, there is no problem. You 
just sell the property and split the 
proceeds 50-50. 

If only it really were that simple. 
In fact, joint ownership is full of 
many complex legal nuances, so 
it is wise to acquaint yourself with 
some of them before signing on 
the dotted line with the love of 
your life. See below 10 top tips to 
consider: 

1) Properties, whether leasehold 
or freehold, can be jointly owned 
by two or more people either 

as joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They are not quite the 
same thing and you need to work 
out which type of joint ownership 
arrangement suits you before a 
property is registered with the 
Land Registry. 

2) If you buy a property with 
someone else your solicitor will 
draw up a 'declaration of trust' 


which will clarify whether you and 
your partner are 'joint tenants' 
or 'tenants in common'. "That 
clarity is important because it 
makes selling a property later 
comparatively straightforward," 
says Nick Alderman, partner at 
Knight Frank. 

3) Joint tenants have equal 
rights to the whole property 
and if one owner dies, the other 
automatically inherits the whole 
property. A joint tenant cannot 
pass on his or her half-share of 
the property to someone else in 
their will. 

4) Tenants in common do not 
necessarily have to own equal 
shares in a property. For instance, 
one could own 75 per cent, the 
other 25 per cent. And their share 
does not automatically go to the 
other in the event of their death. 
They can bequeath it to someone 
else in their will if they wish. 

5) Nothing is set in stone. 
Tenants in common can become 
joint tenants, and often do - if 
they decide to get married, for 
example. Similarly, joint tenants 


might decide to become tenants 
in common, which offers greater 
flexibility in the event of divorce 
or separation. Note that this does 
not have to be done by mutual 
consent. One joint owner can 
serve what is called a 'notice of 
severance' on the other owner. 

6 ) t is also possible for the sole 
owner of a property to transfer 
the ownership to joint ownership, 
whether as joint tenants or tenants 
in common. This step is often taken 
when couples move in together. 

7) Joi nt ownership is particularly 
beneficial in the case of second 
homes, on which capital gains tax 
is payable. If the properties are 
jointly owned, both parties can 
take advantage of their capital 
gains tax allowance of £11,100. 

8 ) The 50:50 split in the case 
of a property co-owned by joint 
tenants also extends to any rental 
income that may accrue from the 
property. 

9) In the event of one joint 
owner of a property 'losing mental 
capacity', and being judged 
incapable of signing legally binding 


documents, the other owner has 
to apply to the Court of Protection 
before he or she can sell the 
property. 

10 ) It goes without saying that, 
when acquiring a property jointly 
with someone else, you should 
always take expert legal advice 
and mull over the various joint 


ownership options. 

Many couples have lived 
together happily in the same 
property for years and would 
be unable to tell you if they 
were joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They probably see it as 
an academic point. But it may 
be worth clarifying your own 


situation in case of unforeseen 
developments in the future. Time 
spent on research is never time 
wasted.

BACKGROUND: This facelifted 
third generation SEAT Leon is a 
Focus-sized model that now offers 
smarter styling, improved media 
connectivity, extra safety provision 
and some fresh new engine 
options. If you'd been overlooking 
it, this Spanish contender might 
now be worth a second glance. 
DRIVING ENVIRONMENT: 
SEAT, in case you didn't know, 
is supposed to be an emotive, 
'Latin' kind of brand, a kind of 
'Iberian Alfa Romeo'. Hence the 
passionate marketing, the rallying 
success and the World Touring 
Car Championship trophies. 
Customers though, remain a 
little unconvinced, especially in 
mainland Europe where SEAT sales 
are faltering. But not so in the UK. 
Sales are soaring on these shores 
and the Leon model range has 
always represented much of the 
reason why, ever since the MK1 
version's original introduction 
in 1998 and its swoopy second 
generation successor's arrival 
in 2005. Together with the Ibiza 
supermini, the Leon is SEAT to 
British buyers. 

The third generation version, 
launched in 2012, built upon the 
solid foundation established by its 
predecessors but in the years since 
its introduction, the competition in 
the Focus class gamily hatchback 
sector has become much tougher. 


Hence the need for this improved 
MK3 Leon with its slicker looks, 
stronger safety and improved 
media connectivity. 

DESIGN: Under the bonnet, 
things are much as before, though 
there has been a change at the 
foot of the petrol range where a 
1.0-litre TSI three cylinder 115PS 
unit slots in above the existing 
1.2-litre TSI 110PS four cylinder 
powerplant. Other petrol engine 
options include a 1.4-litre EcoTSI 
variant with efficient Cylinder-on- 
Demand technology. 

And a 1.8-litre TSI powerplant 
with 180PS. As before, Cupra 
versions get the 2.0 TSI petrol 
engine from the Golf GTI, but in 
an uprated form developing either 
265 or 280PS. Most Leon buyers 
though, will want a diesel. Here 
again at the foot of the range 
there's a fresh option, a 115PS 
version of the VW Group's familiar 
1.6-litre TDI unit. Above that sit the 
usual 2.0-litre TDI units, offered 
with either 150 or 184PS. When 
it comes to gearboxes, the range 
includes five- or six-speed manual 
options, all well as double-clutch 
DSG auto 'boxes with six- or seven- 
speeds.
